Wrougs to be Uightcdi 



The steamer Sir James Douglas is 
maintained, not without expense to the 
Colony, for the express purpose of ac« 
commodating Iho settlors along the 
JSast coast of this Island. There 
are two of three circumstances to which 
we feel it oar duty to refer, as calculated 
to mar somewhat the virtae of that ac- 
oommodation. la doing so it is j'lit 
possible that wo may tread npon tbo 
corns of iodividnal interest ; but thai 
cannot always be avoided, however do- 
flirons we might be of doing so. To inns'- 
trate one class of difBcultioa with which 
the settlers bavo to conteod, let us state 
a 0889 that has been brought to our 
notice : Mre. A, residing at Oowicban , 
had ocoasion to send hero for a couple 
of tin cap*, the price of wbiob was 37i 
centB each. For the liberty of carry- 
ing these across the wharf on board the 
ateamer in this port 25 cents had to be 
paid. For freight op to Maple Bay 50 
cents bad to bo pa d. For the privi- 
lege of ciirryinj? ilicrn across tho whurf 
at Maple Bay 25 cents hid lo bo piiid- 1 
Thus it will he observed that by the 
time ihese two iiiten sting little cup.s 
reached tbo bunds of Mrs. A, they re), 
prtsented an Outlay of one dollar und 
seventy-five cents, l eing just one dollar 
more than they c>)8i in Victoria I Tins 
is neither an extremo case nor an isolnt- 
ed one, but merely a reprosantativo 
one ; and when i& is homo in mini how 
frequently the settlers have to send for 
little things it will readily be perceived 
thht the .experience of Mrs. A's dear 
little oops form the'small end of a toler 
ably big grievanre. H>w is ibis to bo 
remedied ? In tbiii way : If there be 
no gOTeromeot lauding tor a govuirnment 
steamer, let a general arraogemimt be 
eDterod loto with the proprietors ol the 
wharves at both ends of the route by 
which tho wharfage will be equalized 
and fall lightlf upon litilo thiogj ; and 
let there be a parcel-box for eaoh town 
orseitlement placed on tho steamer, 
into which these parcels can bo thrown, 
and let a reasonable and discriminating 
tariff of charges be established, such as 
would encourage rather than prohibit 
settlers sending for little needed articles. 
The boat is run for tho accommudation of 
the seUlera. Let it be accommodating. 
Again : The boat leaves here every 
Taesday.m'orning at 7 o'clock sharp ; 
and we .anderstand it leaves with equal 
pnoctnality at the other end of the 
route. That's right, Paoctoality is a 
good thing, especially in steamboatiog. 
It would'<be -tanreasoDable to expect thai 
the boat could arrive at the various way 
places to the minute. Winds and tides nro 
great enemies to punctuality in steam - 
boating. There i», however, an hour at 
which it is underatood the boat will 
arrive at and leave tho several landings. 
It Is not to be expected she shoul 1 al- 
ways reach the landing lo a minute ; 
but she shouldn't leave before tho time 
fixed. The evil complained of is that tho 
boat Bomotimos gets to the landing be- 
fore the regular time and leavea prema- 
turely. The result is clear : Mr. B, ot 
Cowicbaa baa occasion to come down to 
Yictoria on important ba'^iness. Tho 
regular time fur .the boat to leave Maple 
Bay is 1 6'clock, Mr, B, harries to tiie 
land og, which he reaches half an hour 
before the time, only to learn, however, 
that the boat, having got along an hour 
earlier, left an hoar before ibe appointed 
time ; and thus Mr B is left behind.

If rates wore reduced 
say, one-half, would she not carry three 
timcH as much, and with Increased re- 
ceipts to place to her credit ? Wo be- 
lieve in making the accommodation more 
a reality than it is at present, and wo 
commend IhoPc crude thoughts to tho 
consideration of thoso whoso duty it is 
to look after such matters. In all this 
we do not wioh to be understood as 
casting any reflections upon tho com- 
mander of the stoauier. it is at tho root 
of the matter those remark? ore aimed. 

The China Trade. 

With all their flutter and boasting abont 
uoivereal commerce, it appoars from reliable 
statistics recently publisliod Ibat tna trade 
between tbe United tJtatca and China is Im 
lhan one-lbirrt of that cani.d on quietly ootl 
unostentatiously botwoeo Great Britain and 
Chimi, and tbe profiiabianass of it bears a 
mgcb lower proportion still. During iutt 
year tbe trade beiweeo the United States and 
Cbioa amoaated to 7,416.069 taols (a tiel \* 
about $1 48,) while that beiweeo Great 
Brilaio and Cbioa. amoaated to 66.619,670. 
VV'bat Is equally remurkable, Ihe (orcnei baa 
experienced a slight dimunition sinoe 1864 
while the latter baa inoreasod during the same 
period 18,541,305 laole. 'I'lie two gieat ar- 
ticles ot e.xport from tbo Flowery Kiui,'dora 
are silk and tea, its staple ini|)or a 

are opium, cotton yoodi, arjd woolen goods 
lo ail iluea urlicl-js, cspeciiily iu tbe first. 
Great Britain poiseso a deoilod advunliige 
over the Uuitsd Slalos or, iodaed, any other 
country. Thus w>j find that, while Great 
Brilaio took from China to the amount ol 
24.478 483 taeli, «ba sold her goods to the 
aoaouot ^\ ' 42,04Q,836 taels , wbereas, on 
toe other band, ibe Uoited States took from 
Cbioa to tbe value of 6,582,676 taeli aod 
only sold lo her tbe valae of 833,398 taelx, 
atiowiog a feaclal Uisproportioo. Tbare can 
be DO doubt that niib ihe couiplelioo of ber 
great railway system the United States will 
pick up a liule ; and should tbe British 
people not provide tbcmselvea with similar 
meani of oummuoication it is not unlikely 
that they may be oveitiken i.^ the race lor 
the trade of tbe fclast ; lor, whatever advan- 
t.iges tbe sea may possess over the laud as a 
highway fa.- tho cjirijge of bulky artioles, il 
must be or.ncedod that the sho.ter ond in- 
Quitely mora Bpaedy railway commuuioation 
aorofs tbe American continent will be pern 
fdrrad to a sea voyage louod thai cootioeo', 
in 80 far aa teas and silk) ate coDOeroed, Una 
oaooot imagioe that the Briiieb peopla will 
be so iodiffeieot to tbe importaoce of a rapid- 
ly^ iocreasing trade wbio^ulready touches oue 
bondred millions of dollars a year, as to 
permil it to be jeopardized for waut of rad' 
way qomraaDication across tbe oontioeut, 
especially, wbeo sach commaoioatioo is cs- 
seotial to iba inaiateoaoca of British power 
on tbe continent.

The I'xcitomont of tho sos.sion told 
seri(;u.sly upon tho lieallh of Mr. Gl.id- 
stono, und a sev«ro attack rf illnoss 
compelled bin! to retire from lioodoo, 
and to disensage himself as much as 
po.Hsible from the onerous duties of bis 
position.

But the hist volo 
completely destroyed public couficienoo

wauling in tbe instinct of self-preaerva- 
lion. il vvill bu lung reiuemberod ttiiit 
ofi a most, Heri us oucasitjn iho Lords 
Hhi'wed no regard for (ioiisoijiioncos, und 
allowed ihein-olves lo bu carried by 
mure petulance into a po.^itioa they 
wor^ out prepared to maiataio, bu'i 
wt re glad' Hi once'to abandon ; und that 
the C'lUnf y was spared a ojiivuIsIoq 
lhr(JUi;h the forOea'ancu and s aLcsman- 
liku coiiHidoraiiDn — not ol tbu [)oers — 
but ol Mr. (Jladstoiiu und hia toilougnes, 
with who u tiiu final h'^uurs uf the uu- 
C'lsion ,uodonbtedly rest. 
-'Not' ' Content w.th hi.s triumph over 
tuo Dirofiors ol tho Bank in tbe mode 
ol paying the dividends, Air L'jwo has 
Hiarted li, paiadu.x lor the considoratijn 
and ainaficiuuni of the country during 
tho reoesa. lie proposes to roduce the

The 
sovereign does noi owe its value to any 
Ai:t of Parliuraout ; its stamp cortitios 
that it couiaiiiB so muoh gold, of a cor* 
tain lincncsa, und upon thpt it purchas- 
ing power depends.

In short, tho 
coinage would be debased ; and tho umqi- 
al conseqacDccs of debasing tho cuiuagc 
most follow, as a matter of courso, Tho 
reduced sovereign would bo one step 
towiird the chimera of un interuationitl 
ooinngj — which Mr. Lowe looks upon 
lis an udditionul argumoiu in lavor of 
tho charge. Tbo scheme is radically 
unsoand in principle, however, ami there 
is little chance, wo should imagine, ol 
its ever being tried. 

Tho Estnondo will case has at last 
been decided at Carlow. Il is st^atcd 
that Lady Jisniondo, being gioally burl 
at the perversion of her daughter, tho 
Counless ot Grunard. to the liomau 
Cathnlic religion, left all her property 
lo fouud a college in Woxfordi to odu» 
cate young men for tbo Protestant 
ministry. The validity of this will was 
clisputoti, and it was urged thai at the 
time the will was made Lady Edinonde 
was of nn.-oiind mind, and was Hiilijecl 
to undue inUueqce. Tho jury ducidid 
in favor ot tUe will, and an income ol 
overjE9,000 a year will go to tho Wox- 
ford College. 

iioyond tho Irish Church Bill, there 
is Hot much to show as tho not result 
o' t|io session. A new Bankruptcy Bill 
has been passed, which certainly does 
not err on the side of leniency to tho 
debtor; and a bill, nominally for the 
abolition ol imprisonment for debt, has 
been added to it. The tioje honoured 
writ ( f ca. sa is lo be done away wi:ii 
and impritontnoQL will bo awarded only 
by ajudgo's order, alter proof tha'. tbo 
debtor has, or has had, tho moans of dis- 
ciiaiging the claim against him. This 
a.ssiinl ales the praoiiue of the euperior 
courts to that ot the oonnty courts, the 
powers of whico are not iniorforod with, 
A Bill lor ul'oliibiug sis ern-iu-luw, 
or in other words, for logalihiiig inar> 
riigo wiih a dei.'eaSL>d wile's sister, was 
carried to a forward stage in the House 
of CommouF, but was pertinaciously 
opposed, and at last had to be dropped 
lor the 8es>ion. It will bo broughi up 
again next year, and as both Mr Glad- 
stone und M.r Uriglu spoke in its favour, 
there are mote uulikoly things than its 
being carried through the House of 
Commons, The Lords will not pass it, 
however, as strong prejudices against ii 
oust, and i hero is no cbaucool any great 
pressure being exerted on u 'Ubjoct 
ahoui which few people Care very much.

Sir Jotin ¥ouiu's Explauation. 

Io bit epeecb delivered at the Halifax ban- 
quBi, Sir John Youog oodettook a laboured 
eiphnatioo ol tbe perverted passage fo his 
Quebeo speech. Although there is no deny- 
ing I hat Sir John auooeds in making out a 
tolerably strong case, yet one cannot get 
quite lid of a sort of DDdeQoed feeling Ibai 
there is aomethiog kebiod ibe acaoes, ' I 
bold io my band,' said Sir Joho, 'a correct 
copy ol tbe speeobp sn^ what I said on tbe 
poiot which has been so much oaovaaaed 
WAS this, that tbe statesmen of Eogland, 
warned by the eveote of tbe last century, and 
rnligbtcoed by the truer tbcoriea of modorn 
colonial policy, had acceded to tbo wishes of 
ibc inbat i anis of tha Dominion ol Canada 
and hud accorded to thorn in full measure 
ibe lights and fianohises which they claimed 
and which, in my opinioo, tbey propeily 
cltimed, 1 tbeu said: 

' At tbia moment you pcssr^sa free te- 
prceentative iosliiuiions. Your destioio; 
iru in your o.^n hands. You are Iree to 
obcoso and fol low out ycur own view?. The 
itatesmeu and people of Euiiland are not 
more Ires iu the mauageinent ol ibi ir own 
tllaiiaoi io adopting a liuo of policy which 
ibey thiuk oonduoive to their owo ioterosts, 
ibto are tbe atatesmeo aod people of tbe Do- 
mioioD of Canada,' 

To this 1 added that I believed generally 
speakiog ihe people throughout tbe Domin- 
ion wore well avtlsbed with the institntioos 
aider wbieh ibey lived. [Applause.] I then 
added that EDglaod -was in no way indiQsr- 
ent to tbe posi i)Q o the DotninioD; thai she 
Tiowed it with prida and confidence, ihal 
looking to tbii aud assumiog thai lha Uaua- 
dian stutesinen and people weru ibo best 
judges of their own interisls, 1 said thai il 
the poopli of Canada decided oo aomo 
ohangea, 1 was ooafideot that the ptoposi- 
tloa would receive from tha statesmen ol 
Eogland a i;eQerou8 and Irioudly considera- 
tion. 1 argued from what had i .ken placo to 
what might lake place. laeiumed at every 
stage that Oaoada Bhonid remain for all 
lime to como a firm frieod aod laithiol clly 
ol Eiiuland, 

There ia no man of clear conoaptioos who 
does not kuow that it is impossible to con- 
duct on arnunienl unleaa tha ptomiaea ore 
clearly dtliiied. 

There is no one aooustomed to caloulation, 
even lo the perfoimance ol a taw simple pro- 
blema in algebra, wbo does not know that 
il ihe premitios are not elated with extreme 
accuracy, a conluaed jumble of liguies and 
ioextt;cable coufus'oo will be iha result, 
Xbat was the case in tbe inataoca to whiob 
1 am alluding 1 have not a word to re- 
tiBot 01 quality in what I said in Quebec.
